Japanese believe the wnr in China is 
nearly finished. For home consump- 
tion, however, Japanese officials con- 
tinue asserting that Japan will con- 
tinue fighting as long as Chiang Kai- 
Shek remained head of thc Chinesd 
government. 


The government is calling on the 


public to make great sacrifices, and it 
is believed the campaigns for thrift 
and "spiritual mobilization" would 
end quickly if the people believed the 
war Were nearly over. 


Plghllng Will Dwindle 


It was an undeclared war, and in- 


formed Japanese believe it will be an 
undeclared peace. The war simply 
will peter out, falling in successive 
levolfi from active fighting to guerrilla 
warfare and then to a condition of 
peace. 


Japanese military men say that "it 


may be possible to halt thc offensive" 
after capture of Hankow and a drive 
toward the south. Whether this means 
taking the city of Cnnton, and Kwang- 
tung prvoince, they do not explain. 
However they plan to carve out u 
chunk of China, along the coastline 
then stop. 


Once they stop thc positions will be 


reversed. Japan will be on the de- 
fensive, content to remain within thc 
borders of thc 400,000 square miles her 
army of some 600,000 has taken from 
China since thc war started July 7 
1937, 
nt a cost of 
$5,000,000 a day' 


Chinese will be forced to take the of- 
fensive to dislodge them. 


Chinese Not Effective 


Japanese army men have a genuine 


admiration for the Chinese soldier— 
bul not as an .offensive fighte'- They 
poinl out that last August, during 
lhe early days of fighting at Shanghai 
fewer than 10,000 marines defended 
thc Japanese section of the city against 
an estimated 100,000 Chinese regulars. 


"If the Chinese knew how to attack 


they could have pushed us into the 
tea," is their view. 


Thus militnry men believe that when 


the Japanese army ceases to attack 
(lie fighting gradually will slow down' 
then stop. 
In this inaction Japan 


would find two advnntagcs-defensive 
fighlmg is cheaper and Japan would 
have an opporlunily to start recon- 
struction of the occupied areas. 


At. thc beginning, Japan professedly 


tot out to '|uproot Communism" in 
China and "chastise thc Chinee until 
they change their atliludc lo one'of co- 
opcralion with Japan."

in Japan today. 


Japan wants now to get out as cheap- 


ly and quickly as possible. Japanese 
believe that once •Hankow is taken 
both honor and necessity will have 
been met. They do not sec thc possi- 
bility of China making a serious effort 
to get Japanese troops off thc main- 
land.

ing postal official guaranteed a 40- 
hour-weck for rural letter carriers 
Wednesday, but said some jobs might 
bo abolished in thc interest of econ- 
omy. 


James W. Colo, acting assistant post- 


master general, told thc National Rural 
Letter Carriers' convention: 


"There is a net annual saving of $1,- 


100 to $1,200 when routes that are be- 
ing served in two or three hours each 
arc put together." 


Absorption of near 5,000 routes since 


March 4, 1934, he estimated, has ef- 
fected nn annual saving of about $8,- 
050,000 although rural

routes 


have been extended 19,500,000 miles.

may be made for another person with- 
out written authority. 


In thc proceedings late Wednesday 


afternoon Attorney George Steele for 
Washington had introduced 76 original 
assessments to lay a basis for showing 
that they were not personally signed 
by the voters. He raised the question 
whether oral authority can legally be 
given to make an original assessment 
for another. 


On Thursday Mr. Stccle called to the 


stand a.s hand-writing experts Mrs. 
Matlie Wilson and Miss Ella Monroe 
of Washington to show that the 76 
original assessments were signed by 
the husbands instead of the wives to 
whom they were issued. 


During Thursday morning Circuit 


Judge Dexter Bush permitted the Hope 
side to show that an additional 77 
voters were valid as to thc poll tax 
requirement, reducing the list of ques- 
tioned votes on this score to 271. Hope 
had a margin of 460 in thc county-seal 
election June 11. 


Later Thursday morning Mrs. H. M.. 


Stephens, 
wife 
of Blevins* former 


county judge, banker and cantaloupe 
king, was called to the stand to testify 
as to how many poll taxes had been 
paid by the Stephens firms. Mrs. 
Stephens said thc total was 43. 


Her husband was then called to the 


stand. Judge Stephens said he never 
.seemed to be able to influence any- 
body politically, and so he didn't try. 
He said he couldn't even influence his 
wife, and that Mrs. Stephens voted for 
Washington while lie voted to remove 
thc courthouse to Hope.

NEW YORK—The 
prosecution 
of 


James J. (Jimmie) Hines by District 
Attorney Thomas E. Dewey on charges 
of conspiracy in a $100,000,000-a-year 
policy racket, is the current scene in 
a drama that has been going on for 
150 years. 


The hero, Civic Righteousness, is 


being played this time by Dewey 
much as it was played in other days 
by Alexander Hamilton, by Thomas 
Nast, by Dr. Charles E. Parkhurst, 
Clarence Lexow, John W. Goff, Scth 
Low, and Samuel Seabury, And the 
villain, Tammany, is being played by 
Hines much a.s it was played in the 
past by Aaron Burr, "Boss" Tweed, 
Richard Crokcr, "Bill" Devery, and 
Jimmy Walker. 


This drama, varying from low vaud- 


eville to high tragedy, has been go- 
ing on as long as there has been a 
United States, for Tammany Hall and 
the federal government were born at 
practically thc same time. The battle 
has raged ever since, now with virtue 
triumphant, now with the villian again 
binding the fair city of New York to 
the buzz-saw of greed and graft while 
reformers hiss helplessly. 


Conceived In Ridicule 


The name Tammany itself had a 


derisive origin. Before the citizens 
had organized into various clubs in 
loyalty to thc Crown, called Sons of 
St. George, St. Andrew, and the like. 
In ridicule of these societies, New 
York recolutionists 
organized 
the 


Sons of St. Tammany, sardonically 
"canonizing" thus a wise local Indian 
chief of the same name. 


At the time the federal constitution 


was adopted in 1789, a New York .up- 
holsterer named 
William 
Mooney 


founded the Society of St. Tammany, 
to oppose aristocratic tendencies of the 
then ruling class and give a voice to 
plain people. The society was non- 
partisan, but displayed its strength 
in parades and banquets. 


When partisan division began to be 


felt in the country, in 1798, Tammany 
naturally 
was 
anti-Federalist, and 


gravitated to the support of (lie Re- 
publicans (later to be called Dem- 
ocrats). 
But Tammany learned its

Burr never was an actually enrolled 


Tammany man, and never wore the 
distinction of being Grand Sachem 
of the Hall. He was too elegant to 
daub himself with paint, crown his 
queued hair with feathers and whoop 
drunkenly 
down 
Broadway 
with 


Mooney and his rabble. But through 
his friend Sachem Matthew L. Davis 
mid others, he was able to turn Tam- 
many from 
a convivial social and 


drinking society into an efficient, vote- 
getting machine. 


All the tricks of modern political 


machines, the demagoguery, the brib- 
ery, the favors, the ballot-box-stuffing, 
and "delivery" of districts, were prac- 
ticed and perfected by Bun- work- 
ing on Tammany through his friends. 
He card-indexed every voter in the 
city, with notes on their views and 
circumstances. 
He organized every 


district. 
He 
built a 
political 
ma- 


chine. 


With Tammany support (Burr was 


the idol of the Tammany members) 
he won the scnatorship from Philip 
Schuylcr, father-in-law of Alexander 
Hamilton. The feud began there which 
ended on the heights of Weehawken. 


iMachine Long Entrciu'lu-d 


Tn thc election of 1800, New York 


held the balance of power. Using the 
Tammany machine, Burr raised funds, 
harangued and hoorahed, made prom- 
ises. And the election was a stand-off 
between Bun- and Jefferson, thc choice 
in the House of Representatives fin- 
ally favoring Jefferson by a single 
vote after 36 ballots. That .same year 
Tammany men captured most of the 
municipal offices of New York City. 


Tammany as a functioning political 


machine 
was thus entrenched 138 
years ago. 


When the Hamilton-Burr feud came 


k> its tragic crisis in 1804, a Tammany

Depression Defeated 
Van Buren 


JVO lustier supporter had Andrew 


Jackson than Martin Van Bu- 


ren, New York lawyer, senator, 
staunch advocate of states' rights. 
Van Buren became Jackson's sec- 
retary of state when the border 
captain attained the presidency \n 
1828 but he resigned in 1831 to 
accept the post of minister to Eng- 
land. 
Thereby hangs a story. 


For the Senate, from purely per- 


sonal motives arising from a par- 
tisan grudge, refused to confirm 
Van Buren's nomination as min- 
ister after he had actually sailed 
for abroad. 
So the minister was 


extremely embarrassed, but in- 
stead of the incident hurting him 
it added only to his popularity 
With the support of Jackson he 
easily secured the nomination and 
election to the vice presidency in 
1332, 


Three years later Van Buren 


was nominated by the Democratic 
party and elected President over 
Gen. W. H. Harrison, his Whig 
opponent. 
He had hardly taken 


office when the pank- of 1837 set- 
tled over the country, due partly 
to unbridled speculation and to 
reaction 
to 
Jackson's 
banking 


policies. In 1840 Van Buren was 
renominated for the presidency, 
but by now a vast part of the' 
electorate held him directly re- 
sponsible for the depression. This 
time 
General 
Harrison 
over- 


whelmingly defeated him. 
Van 


Buren was again a candidate in 
1844 but was defeated.

Blood of "Civilized" Nations

LONDON, Eng.—Every time, day and 


night your watch ticks to show the 
passing of a single second, each of 
the big nations of the world has spent 
trjion armaments sometimes a man's 
^rhole daily wage, sometimes a whole 
week's wages. 


This is the appalling situation twenty 


years after the finish of the war to 
end wars. The world apparently learn- 
ed nothing from that awful conflict. 
It is estimated that in 1937 the world 
spent upon armaments nearly three 
times as much as was spent in 1913. 
And in that year 1913 men predicted 
there would be a world war because 
nations could not be draining their 
financial life blood away endlessly 
upon arms without seeking to make 
use of them. 


Disarmament Failed 


."In 1932 a last despairing effort was 
made, under the auspices of the League 
of Nations, to bring about some meas- 
ure of disarmament. It was a ghastly 
failure. Each year after that the ex- 
penditures on armaments rose and 
rose without cease. Here is the tale,

J u l y industrial Pace Is 


Highest Since Decent 


her Last Year 


WASHINGTON -(/PI— The Federnl 


Reserve Board estimated Wednesday 
thnt industry had gained back in the 
last seven weeks nearly all of its losses 
in the previous seven months. The 
board reported thnt its index of in- 
dustrial production climbed from 77 
per cent of the 1923-1925 average in 
June to 83 per cent in July nnd that 
"industrial activity rose 
somewhat 


further in the first three week* of 
August." 


The July industrial puce was the 


highest since December's 84 per cent 
and the August increases indicated 
that industry is close to the 88 per 
cent pace of November, 1937, which 
was the third month of the industrial 
decline. The July increase was the 
first large boost since the board in- 
dex began a drop from 117 in August. 
1937. 


An official summary noted increased
